What Two Clever Detectives Discovcr- 

Chicago, July "27. — li has recently 
come to the knowledge of tin: authori- 
ties that for ihe past two years tlie 
Canadian Government lias kept two 
expert detectives in tins city watching 
tlio movements of Chicago dynamiters 
in tegai tl to their connection with the 
Kiel rebellion and other insurrection 
ary movements contemplated but not 
carried out in that uouutiy, The work 
was done bv iwo pei's-ons and iias been 
of ureal value to the Canadian Govern- 
ment, an will be shown by what fol 
lows; and us they are posted concern- 
ing the Anarchist* of thin city and 
their plans and design?, it is the desire 
of their government that they shall 
continue at their present posts of duty. 
It was known that should they be com- 
pelled to testify at the present trial 
they would at once be recognized by 
I he Socialists in their true light, and 
would therefore be rendered useless for 
further work on the line of service in 
which thev have been so successful in 
the past, in view of these circum- 
stanced they have been retailed within 
the past few weeks until the trial is 
concluded, when they will return. In 
187!) SO L'uomas Sweeney, an active 
politician of the city of Ottawa, was 
frequently commissioned to important 
private service by Sir John A. Mftc- 
donald. He occupied the position of 
Canadian immigration agent, travel- 
ling constantly between Chicago and 
the international boundary at St. Yin- 
cent on li; Manitoba road. J lis duties 
were to pieventas far as possible the 
loss of immigrants bound for the Can- 
adian Northwest, through the instru- 
mentality of land agents in the North 
western States and report to his Gov- 
ernment the nature of the schemes 
adopted to capture such immigration, 
While in this positii n he made ac- 
quaintance of a number of I 'hie igu An- 
BTchists, learned the designs and com 
municatt d the same to Sir. Jtilin Mac- 
donald. Soon a f tor, Sweenev'wus pro 
moted to the posit ion of land guide in t he 
Province of Manitni'a, but In- f i-s < j u "i 1 1 
ly came east to meet immigration 
parties, and in that way kepi up his 
connection with the schemes of the 
Chicago anarchists. Ileah-o won over 
the confidence of certain agitators in 
Manitoba, and was enable, in connec- 
tion with an American named Wilson, 
to disclose a sch«ine to the ( 'arjadian 
Government for an insurrectionary up 
rising in that province, so that it. wns 
nipped in the bud. This he itcconi; - 
lished in connection with the nan 
Wilson, who is a native of the state of 
Wisconsin. Wilson was then resident 
in Winnipeg. These disclosures enabled 
the Dominion Government to stamp 
out an embryo insurrection in Maui 
toba at that time, and what ' is more, 
served to put the Canadian detective 
force 0ll|tbe track of a conspiracy brew 
ing between Riel, I turnout and organ 
izations of anarchists in Chicago and 
IS'ew York. In a short time thereafter 
Thomas Sweeney and Wili'on left Win- 
nipeg and took up thi'ir residence in 
Chicago. This was in the winter of 
1884. From that date until within a 
few months Mr. Sherwood, Chief, of 
the Dominion detective fon-e, and tlie 
head of the Canadian Government 
have been kept thoroughly posted con- 
cerning the designs and movements of 
anarchists both in Chicago and New 
York.

The 
rioters then wrecked a number of bouses 
believed to be inhabited by Catholics. They 
uprooted pavements ami Bred volleys al the 
police. The latter were finally ordered lo 
lire buck shot, mid thu com maud .vits prompt- 
ly obeyed. A boy mulled Kilo}., who was 

going on :ui errand, was shot dead. Many 
persons were wounded, some ol them seri- 
ously. The riot had now reached propor- 
tions thai il was deemed necessary to call 
out the militia. Tho rioters were appar- 
ently awed by the appearacco of the soldiers 
and soon iu arched to their homes. The 
lighting was renewed, however, to day. and 
tho police were agaiu compelled to lire 
upon the mob. .Many of the rioters were 
wounded. SnbHOijueutly the mob wrecked 
several buildings 'and the military were 
again summoned. Many policemen Were 

badly out with missiles thrown at th by 

the rioters. Forty-six ariCHts have boon 
made. Police ami cavalry are patrolling 
the streets.

THE EXILED MINCES. 

The recent expulsiou of the Comto do 
Paris and the Due d'Autnulo has excited 
naturally a grout dual of comment favor- 
able and unfavorable. Tt has been said 
they had designs acainst the present form 
of government in Franco. Many pointed 
to the written utterancus of the Princes 
upon their expulsion as an indication of 
their feeling towards M. (iicvy and his 
({overnment, and of their own desires 
and aims. The English press shows a 
strong leaning towards the side of the ex- 
pelled Princes, and these latter have un- 
questionably the sympathy of the Eng- 
lish aristocracy in their exile from their 
uative land. The Daily Telograph says: — 
"It is now war to the knife botween the 
Orleanist Princes and the Republic. The 
champions of the latter, in thoir destitute 
condition as regards argument, have lab- 
oured to persuade themselves that the 
manifesto issued by the Comto de Paris 
on quitting France, and now this letter 
of the Due d'Aumale to M. GrtJvy, proves 
how right the Republic was to ostracise 
them. It would be as reasonable for 
some ruffianly assailant to justify an un- 
merited blow by tho ploa that 
the person he assaulted had hit 
him buck. There are certain of- 
fences that provoke immediate retaliation 
in men of honour; and tho Decree of Kx- 
pulsion against tho Princes is one of 
them. The Comto de Paris and his fam- 
ily were content to maintain the position 
of private citizens so long as private citi- 
zenship was permitted by the Republic. 
It is not even alleged that they were plot- 
ting or conspiring against the Republic. 
They were writing books, giving entertain- 
ments, like other people, and accepting 
suitable offers of marriage for their ohil- 
dren. Suddenly, in a tit of gratuitous 
panic, the Republic reminded them and 
the world that they had been born Prin- 
ces, and proclaimed, because they were 
born Princen, they were intolerable and 
dangerous to the Republic. Is it won- 
derful if, thus dragged from his honor- 
able obscurity, and exiled, tho Comte de 
Paris accepted the position designated for 
him by the government, and retorted by 
notifying that when the day arrived 
France might count on himf The Due 
d'Aumale's letter conveys the same in- 
timation, and what it only insinuates, 
journals of royalist sentiment are found 
to declare openly. In a word, the re- 
public, which was before without a rival, 
and strong, only because it alone held the 
Held, has compelled a competitor to enter 
it. The republic has committed a thou- 
sand follies and mistakes; but these count- 
ed for little, because if it was not the 
republic that governed France, what 
was it to be? The situation is now entire- 
ly changed. There is at last a pretender, 
and a pretender of good repute, and it is 
the republic that has caliod him into exist- 
once. In every class of Hooiety, and iu the 
army an well, the question will be perpetu- 
ally discussed how long the public js likely 
to last, and what are the chances of the 
Comte de Paris soon ascondiug tho throne 
of France. Thus an aot of gross injustice 
will prove to ba aa act of suicidal folly. It 
it is not as though the republican loriu of 
•govcrnmeut iu Franco were strong by its 
own strength. Its sole strength has pro- 
ceeded from the weakness, indeed from the 
non-existence, of any substitute. That 
source of stability has now been dried up. 
Often as prudent men have exhorted the 
conservatives of France to accept the re- 
public, and to render it moderate by offer- 
ing it their aid, wo r.-ould hesitate to repeat 
that counsel now; and we are quite sure 
that if they did offer it they would not be 
listened to. 

THE WAN BY LA W. 

The Loan Uylaw, which will come up 
at the council board for its li rat reading, 
to-morrow night, has been so framed as 
to leave no possible ground for miscon- 
ception in the minds of ur>y of those who 
may vote for-or against it. We btliuve 
that the necessity for the measure in 
favor of which this loan is proposed to be 
raised, has been made so manifest us to 
lender recapitulation almost superduous. 
The relation which the proposed reservoir 
bears In the comfort, health, and safely i 
of the city is so intimate that tho failure j 
of the' bylaw would amount to nothing 
else than a disregard of these three ; 
requisite conditions, and a year's further 
postponement of a highly important 
work. There was not wanting a voioo at j 
the council, when tho discussion arose, to 
say that its owner nevor would oppose the ' 
bylaw — because a similar one had, when j 
submitted to the ratepayers, been de - I 
leated. If the logic of this gentleman 
were universally applied tho world would 
quickly be at a standstill." Hut the world 
moves; opinions change; experience 
sweeps away error and prejudice;, and-, 
viewed by a now and stronger light', that 
which was rejected yesterday,. is not only | 
accepted, but joyfully hailed to day. The j 
school of experience is a hard but a use- 
ful olio; and some of those who, perhaps, j 
a year ago opposed this measure may 
have since, by sickness, realized tho city's i 
want ill its most serious aspect — for drain- 
• ago will be deficient where water is scarce. 
The construction of a high level reservoir | 
tonus an important part of the scheme for 
uu etiicient system of drainage of which tho 
people declared thoinselveB in favor; and 
the reservoir will alio constitute a ready 
md ample supply of water in case of fire;

From this point of 
view alono the necessity of the measure 
should bo recognized; for how oould tho 
olticial mentioned bo expected to extin- 
guish a lire if the moans at his command 
mo inadequate; and that tliuy would be 
in the event of a serious lire would be 
quickly and painfully shown. We want 
lo riiuko oilr city as healthy and cleanly 
an one as possible; but this cannot lie 
longer done without " a thoroughly elli- 
ciout supply of water. But given this, 
and good drainage, Victoria, with the ad- 
vantage of u splendid and unsurpassed 
climate, will become known us at once 
the most popular, invigorating, and beau - 
mill health resort of tho Pacific • 




dertaking can only ba appreciated by 
those who venture into the deop cavity 
and gaze on the maBsive stone walla that 
rise on oithor aide. A person standing 
ou tho bottom of the dock is 73 foot 
below high water mark. It was the habit 
of the small-beer politicians of the day 
to attack the stability of tho cofferdam 
and to predict that as soon us the water 
had been pumped out tho dam would fall 
to pieces.

The New Member for Com ox.

If, 
(a; is hoped) Mr Robsnn should bring in 
a bill next seesioti for the restriction, as 
far as is practicable, of the liquor tratlic, 
Mr. Stenhouse will be required to give 
his most hearty and unqualified support, 
or failing such measure from more influen- 
tial quarters, ho will be expected to in- 
troduce one himself. It in believed that, 
although hampered physically, he will act 
so as to command the respect of the Bouse 
and of his district.

London, July 24 Ddko has disappear- 
ed trom polite society in England as com 
plotely aa if an earthquake had swallowed 
him up, The verdict wa^ a foregone con- 
clusion, Dilke received it impassively, 
except only shrugging liis shoulders 
slightly, lie remained in court for a lew 
minutes afterwards talking earnestly with 
his lawyer, lie then rejoined holy Dilke, 
who had spent the afteriibon ill nneol the 
private rooms of the court. An enormous 
crowd had gathered round I lie principal 
entrance waiting for the parties to come 
out.' Dilke left through the judge's pri- 
vate door, but the crowd catching sight of 
his brougham shouted repeatedly, "Dirty 
Dilke; threo. groans for Dirty Dilke!" At 
the clubs crowds of members had patient- 
ly waited to learn tho verdict, which was 
instantly telegraphed. The afternoon 
papers sold for hours as fust as they 
could he printed. Within Iwo hours 
of the verdict being announced 
Ddko had issued 'his address In 
bis former constituents in Chelsea, again 
protesting his innocence of the charges, 
but saying as regards his public life, be 
bowed to the decision a/ the court, and bid- 
ding him a respectful aud grateful farewell. 
The condemnation of him in the papers to- 
day is universal, and is as severe ax it is 
possible to write.

FRANCE.

The republican press calculates 
that the republican majority will be seri- 
ously diminished. 

UNITED STATES. 



Chicago, Aug. 2. — Prince llignshi 
Pushimi, who is separated from the 
Mikudoship of .Japan by only a third or 
fourth cousinship, arrived here to-day 
with Viscount Hyiakato, Capt. Muraki, 
S. Ashodi, and B. Krino. They are on 
thoir way from Kurope to their native 
home. Tho mission of the prince to this 
country and Kurope wan to study science 
and politics, and he has been fairly suc- 
cessful iu both. 

Nkw Orleans, La., Aug. 2.— Informa- 
tion was reoeived to-day that the Nor- 
wegian bark Agnes Campbell which ar- 
rived at Ship Island quarantine station, 
on Thursday night, from Aspinwall, lost 
on the passage ami since her arrival at 
the station, six men out of twelve of 
yellow fever. Two of tho crow died on 
tho evening of her arrival and were 
buried on Friday on Ship Island, 
and one other has been taken Bick since 
tho veisel arrived, and there are now 
four cases on board, leaving only tho 
captain and two men on duty. The in- 
focted vessel is under strict quarantine. 

AN AUSTKAI,IAN SCANDAL. 



The Governor of Mouth Aus- 
tralia and His fixpenaes. 



An Australian correspondent writes — 
Out of the retrenchment discussion iu 
South Australia a curious incident has 
arisen. Mr. Ilomburg, a member of the 
house, addressing his constituents, de- 
clared that Ihe pruning knife could be 
best applied at tho top of the tree — name- 
ly, at Government House. He railed at 
the expense the country was put to, not 
only in paying the Governor's salary, but 
in supplying him as an extra with 'do- 
mestic servants;' and he added that the 
governor escaped tho income tux and was 
lot off paying interest on tho cost of the 
furniture which wbb supplied to him iu 
Government House. Tho governor, Sir 
William Robinson, adopted the very ex- 
traordinary course of enteriug into cor- 
respondence with Mr. Ilomburg on the 
question, and this has been published. 
The Governor, unfortunately, does not 
make out the beat of cases for himself. 
Ho does pay the income tax, but under a 
kind of protest, as the question is under 
referouce to the Queen's law advisers in 
England; he does not pay interest on his 
furniture, though he says ho is willing to 
do so if the government so decide; and 
though ho gets no "domestic servants" at 
the public expense, he does get the ser- 
vices of gardeners and laborers to keep 
up the government house grounds. Hut no 
matter, however well he had oome out of 
the correspondence, Sir William Robinson 
might surely have loft Mr. Homburg's 
statements to be doult with by the mem- 
bers of his ministry. The Queen's repre- 
sentative iu nowise adds to his dignity by 
refuting the loose statements about hia 
salary and perquisites .which may be made 
even by members of parliament . Sir 
William had much better have kept his 
pen from paper.

The Col- 
ogne Gazette, Prince Bismarck's organ, 

rejoices at Lord Salisbury's restoration to 
power, and says it assures the peace of 
Kurope. It is considered probable that 
overtures null be immediately made for 
closer political relations between the two 
countries, and a triple alliance between 
Germany, Austria* aud HJugland is regard- 
ed in lii^h official circles aa extremely 
likely. The St. Petersburg papers regard 
such an alliance as a menace to Russia, 
and are debating the qiiualiou as one of 
Kroat gravity, hi this connection much 
interest centres on the coming conference 
between Prince Bismarck and Count K'al- 
lioky, the Austrian prime minister. 

Scandal in llitflt Life. 

Boston, July 27.— A scandal as rank 
and sensational as the Dilke Crawford 
case is soon lo come into thu Huston 
courts. The wife of a millionaire who is, 
with probably one exception, tho most, 
widely known woman in New England, 
has this week filed a bill for divorce in 
the clerk's ollicu of the supreme court, 
the ground of action being adultery. in 
the business world the libelee occupies a 
similar position in Now England to that 
formerly occupied by A. T. Stewart iu 
Now York. The. scandal is no now one 
in society's private ear. The millionaire's 
alleged immorality with several women 
of well-knowp beauty, aud formerly of 
excellent social position, has been a by 
word in certain circles for a long time. 
Thp divorce case will come up for hearing 
iu October. It is not known yot whether 
it will be contested.

The Unfortunate WUrbiace op a Prcii- 

uent'8 Daughter to an Englishman. 

No bit of society news ever created 
more surprise than the announcement 
of the engagement of Miss Nellie Wren- 
shall Grant, daughter of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, to Algernon 
Oliarlea Frederick Hartoris, a British 
Huhjuct. The prospective groom was a 
sou of Edward SartoiUH of Hampshire, 
Knglahd. His mother was Adelaide 
Kemble, daughter of Charles, and in- 
ter of Fanny Kemble the actress. The 
young man hud been educated in Eng- 
land and Germany and about 1870 
came to the United States to seek his 
fortune. In 1S7'J, on the steamship 
Russia, while Miss Nellie wuh return- 
ing from a trip to Europe, the couple 
met, and formed one of those unac- 
countable attachments called by wo- 
men "love aft airs," which terminated 
in courtship and marriage. At that 
time Nellie had turned soventeen. She 
had enjoyed a life of exceptional social 
opportunities and had everything 'n 
make a maiden in her teons tiap| j\ 
Her father had been the chieftain ot 
the powerful armies of the United 
States, and was the conqueror of the 
rebellion. He had then reached the 
pinnacle of power anil grandeur, ihe 
sent of the chief magistrate of his 
country. As a child of six to ten years 
old, Nellie, often, with her mother, vis- 
ited her father's headquarters in the 
lield. During the movements and strife 
of armies she often heard tho thunders 
of artillery ,jj theniin of musketry and 
the clash of arms. At the capital she 
was the pet of the social world. She 
had received distinguished attentions 
from old and young. Her debut was 
one of the events of the social history 
of the executive mansion. The sous and 
daughters of the most eminent states- 
men and otlicials were her companions. 
In her home she was the idol of her 
father. 

In Washington society Mr. Sartoris 
was only a figure as the friend of Miss 
Grant He possessed none of the liner 
social qualities of young men. He was 
given to sporting and much of his tin e 
was spout at the marine barracks. Hi* 
conduct there, was a mutter of common 
talk, tjia illconuideml and usually 
irresponsible comments among the ofli- 
cers about Miss Grant, the lady to 
whom he was known to be engaged, iu 
disparagement of her intelligence aud 
education, often almost led to chastise- 
ment. It was only his relations at the 
executive mansion which compelled 
them lo suppress their indignation and 
tolerate his presence. 

When it became known to Mrs. 
Grant, and the President that the at- 
tention of Mr. Sartoris meant marriage 
there was a deep sense of disappoint- 
ment, to refer to the matter mildly. 
The president, in speaking on the sub- 
ject to U friend, in a most feeling man- 
ner expressed his regret that the ob- 
ject of bis daughter's affections, was not 
an American citizen. ''The humblest 
in the land," lie auid "rather than the 
subject of a foreign state." He tried to 
dissuade his daughter, his idolised child 
from so mistaken h slep. tier deter 
initiation wus axed. As the president 
said ai the time, "Rather than have 
any public comment I yielded consent, 
though with a wounded heart." 

The marriage was the talk of society 
for weeks, and the event itself was the 
most brilliant, ever witnessed within 
the stately walls of ihe executive man 
sioh., It was the seventh aftair of the 
kind which had occurred there. 

The wedding of Miss Nellie (Irani, 
then nineteen, ami Mr. Sartoris, 
twenty-three, took place in the east 
room at II a. in., May the'-Jlst, 1874. 
The floral marriage bel! and decora- 
tions were superb. The bridesmaids 
were the daughters of the moBt dis 
tinguished personages in the land. They 
were Miss Kdith Kisli, daughter of the 
secretary of statr; Miss Hessie Conk- 
ling, daughter of the senator from New 
York, Miss Sallie Frelinghuysen, 
daughter of the senator from New Jer- 
sey; Miss Li/.zie t Porter, daughter of the 
admiral of the navy; Miss Minnie 
Sherman, daughter of the general of 
the army; Miss Anna Karnes, daugh- 
ter of the surgeon-general of t lie army.; 
Miss Fannie Drexel, daughter of A J, 
Drexe',' of Philadelphia, and Mm 
Maggie Dent, cousin to the bride. Tho 
ceremony was conducted with great 
elegance, The trousseau hud never been 
excelled ut the capital. The wedding 
dejeuner was in keeping. Flags of two 
nations and flowers adorned the fable. 
Tha service was of gold, and the menu 
was printed in gilt on white silk. The 
guests were only the higher ollh.ials 
mill their ladies and a very few intim- 
ate friends. After the dejeuner the 
president and Mrs. Grant and a few 
friends accompanied the bridal puny 
by special train to New York. The 
president gave his idolized daughter 
away at the altar, and \)u bade her 
Godspeed at her departure the next 
day for her residence on foreign shores. 

The president was not insensible to 
the fact that a marriage such us his 
daughter was about to make might bo 
liable in the future to many complica- 
tions, Certain papers were drawn up 
looking to the interests of any child- 
ren that might tie horn of the union. 
These were executed be'. ween "the 
secretary of state, Mr. Fish, and the 
Knglifih minister, Sir bltlward Thorn- 
ton. The groom was not possessed of a 
competence in his own right, i'lie 
moderate estates of his widowed moth- 
er, upon whom ho lives, arc iu the 
south of England, near Southampton. 
.The daughter of a president carried no 
social rank in Knglund and none was 
accorded the couple above tho middle 
class, to which the groom's family be- 
longed. After twelve-* years this once 
favored daughter of America lives ■ in 
obscurity and practically neglected ami 
almost abandoned by her husband. 
Three children living— Algernon Eld- 
ward, About eight] Vivian May, about 
six; and Rosemary, about four— are 
vtitL i ho mother and alone uousole h»r 



for the unhappiness of her life. The 
husband passes his time in London, 
■where he is supposed to reside tit South 
Villas, (.'ampden |Hfl] road, Kensing- 
ton West. 

During tho last illness of General 
Grant, he longed to .see his Nellie. Tho 
misfortune of her lot had embittered 
his life oven more than his business 
troublos. It was only with much per- 
suasion that she was periuitted to re- 
turn, even on such a sad errand of duty 
to a parent. But her children, to whom 
a'le was so devoted as to endure every- 
thing, were not. allowed to come with 
her; in fact, were held, it might be 
said, as hostages for her return. It is 
doubtful had they been with her 
whether she would ever again have left 
her native land and the shelter of her 
mother's roof. The gratuity allowed her 
by her mother has long been uoceptrt- 
ble.JThere is only too much truth in the 
sad stories which oome over of the 
misery of Nellie Grant's married life, 
but the details must be omitted. It is 
now expected that she will join her 
mother, who is now at Long Branch, 
during tho present year.

He 
vyuh accustomed to repeat; "The destiny 
of nations lies far more in the hands of 
tlie women — the mothers — than in the 
tiossessors of power, or of those innovators 
who for the most part do not understand 
themselves. Wo must cultivate women, 
U/hc are the educators uf the human race, 
olae the new generation cannot accomplish 
i*s task " This was always the sum of his 
iliscourse. '•If," he once said, "three 
Isuudred yenrs after my death, my method 
ill education whatl be completely estab- 
lished accordiDg to its iJea, 1 shall rejoice 
ui heaven."

TO PEACE RIVER. 

Some Information Ahoui » <•<- 
iraiitir Kail way Sr.lfcaie. 

illr. A. I'. Macdoiiald stales Hint 
ihe Project will he Pushed. 

(Minttobwi, July 28tlw) 
Another railway enterprise of vast in- 
torest to this city and province is about 
to be brought prominently before the 
public. At tho laat session of parliament 
Messrs. A. P. Macdonald, Alexander 
Mantling, H. S. Howland, Mr. Rain of 
Toronto and live or six others obtained a 
charter to construct a railway from Win- 
nipeg to the Peace river country, ti ilia- 
tanco of 1,144 miloa. Tho project is con- 
sidered a reasonable one; it ia undoubt 
odly feasible und would no doubt preve 
profitable, as tho settlement of tho north- 
western part of the wheat belt advances. 
Mr Macdonald ia now in Winnipeg for 
the purpose of gathering full information 
regarding the proposed route and ar- 
ranging for a preliminary survey. A very 
good, and at tho sumo time accurate idea 
of the country which the road would 
opei. up is contained in a report made to 
Mr. Macdonald by a well-known civil en- 
gineer, of Toronto, who has been over 
the route. He writes aa follows: 

In referring to our conversation yester- 
day respecting your projected railway 
from Winnipeg to the Peace river conn 
try, I havo been looking at several maps 
with a view of getting detail information 
regarding the same. 

Your lino, 1 think, should occupy near- 
ly the same ground that Mr Fleming's 
location for tho Canadian Pacific railway 
did, up to about 'J44 miles from Winni 
pog, whore the line pusses between the 
Porcupine Mountains und the Duck 
Mountains, at u place called Thunder 
Hill, and 1 have no doubt the plans and 
profiles of the sumo could he readily ob 
turned from the department at Ottawa, 
or tracings of them from winch a good 
deal of information could be obtained up 
to that point, aa 1 take it; a re-survey 
there would not likely depart much from 
the ground originally chosen unless it 
ooukl bo found possible to avoid some of 
the low lands in ibut distance without 
much increase of distance. 

Your line from Thunder Hill in going 
to Fort La Corne, at the continence of 
the north and south Saskatchewan rivers, 
departs to the north of Mr. Fleming's sur- 
veys, and on ground of which there is no 
reliable information aa yet, apart from 
tho general impression that it is fairly fa 
vorahle ground for a line. 

From Fort La Corne, 40'2 miles, to Lai- 
La Bloke, 718 miles, no larger stream cross- 
ings will be encountered, a* the line will 
tread between the North Saskatchewan 
rivor on the south und the How river ou the 
north, flowing into fiugliah river at Isle a la 
Crosse lake, in which distance no serious 
obstacles can be expected. 

Passing on the north side of hue La Biehe 
and continuing the general course H. tifi 
W., tho Athabasca river is crossed, and the 
enst end of Lesser Slave lake is reached 
at a distance of ,S(l>' miles, in which space 
some rough ground will likely be encoun- 
tered between the Athabasca river und the 
latter place, us indicated by Mr. Horetzky, 
who passed hy there in l«Tl ou explora- 
tion tor tho Canadian Pacific railway. 

Going on the north side of Lesser Slavd 
lake, being the higher ground, and soon 
utter leaving it you gain the valley of 
lleartbrook, which will load you to Peace 
river, and there following the south bunk 
ol Peace river, crossing Smoky river, 
will bring you to Duuvegau, about 1040 
miles in uu air line from Winnipeg; or by 
crossing Pence river where Heartbrook fulls 
into it, and following the north hank in 
ascending the valley, would give the road 
bed :i southern aspect and better shelter 
from the winds. 

Jn the whole of thisdistfince you traverss 
n region laid down on tho maps of the ile 
parttneut of the interior ns possi-Hsing n 
great adaptability for farming purposes in 
its various branches, and a lir.e built 
through there would become a great sub- 
artery to the Canadian Pacific railway, and 
by the alleged superiority of its lauds over 
those through which the line ol the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway pusses, may subse- 
quently be developed into the better trunk 
hue, with its millet at Fort Simpson on ihe 
Pacific coast. 

A striking feature of this contemplated 
line is (hut it will make all the hug,, navi- 
gable streams in that vast region tributary 
to it in a greater degree than any other line, 
vi/.., the North and South Saskatchewan, 
the Athabaska and the Peace rivers, all of 
which are now successfully navigated for 
hundreds of miles, and its location being on 
the borders of the forest line, thus ensuring 
great facilities (or material in constructing 
it, as well us of great economic value 
for the requirements of settlers and com- 
merce.

Montreal, July 28. — Henry Caw- 
tliorne was robbed of five hundred dol- 
lars while witnessing the illumination 
last night.

Some Notable Convulsions which have 
Visited theIEartm.

Thi scientific world has been specu 
latiug over earthquakes and their ruin- 
ous results during the long series of 
centuries since Eubeea, the largest is- 
land of the -Egean sea, made its Grst 
bow to geographical circles after a vio 
lent upheaval about four centuries be 
fore Christ. From that on down to the 
disasters at the island of Java in 1883, 
and thi mora recent convulsions in 
Spain during the cholera season of 
lStf."), history records a fearful loss of 
life from these volcanic tits of ihe 
earth. The pagan philosophers held the 
idea that these earthquakes were pro- 
duced by subterranean clouds bursting 
into lightning, which shook the vaults 
that confined t hem. The French phil , 
nsopher Descartes supposed there were 
many va«( cavities underground which 
communicate with each other, some ot 
which abound with water, others with 
exhalations arising from inflammable 
substance' Jike niter, sulphur, etc. I»i 
Priestly of England thought earth 
quakes were caused by electricity. They 
are now generally believed io lie due 
to steam generated by subterranean 
heat. 

Tlieie is no space 10 give a detailed 
list of recorded earthquakes. Many 
were of small consequence and occa- 
sions 1 by a small loss of life. Helow 
are the mosl disaslrous fatalities from 
(his cause:
